Other new measures include 
a desk at the front hall where all 
entrants must sign in with an 
ittendant; several gates on either 
side of the school that remain 
closed during the weekends; 
assigned parking for both stu- 
dents and teachers; and a rule 
that prohibits students from 
being in the halls during the 
school day 

Additionally, the back door 
of the school — open for just an 
hour each morning — is now 
locked at 8 a.m., leaving the 
only entrance to the school the 
front door for the remainder of 
the day. 

Gretchen Mathias, new presi- 
dent of the school’s teachers 
union, is one member of the 
GLTS community concerned 
about the new security mea- 
sures, especially the new cam- 
eras around the school. 
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Director-Superintendent Dr. Judy Ann DeLucia agrees that the change ih security presence at 


the Tech School has been strong. Above are two of the many security cameras in the hallways of 


the school. 
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“Students have always come 
here feeling safe at school,” said 
Mathias, who taught science at 
GLTS for six years before tak- 
ing her current post. “I don’t 
really see where it’s coming 
from.” 

While many new cameras 
have been installed already, said 
Mathias, new multimedia sta- 
tions promised to many teachers 
for their classrooms have been 
put on hold, with the exception 


of one science classroom, she 


said. 

“I’m sure some people are 
happy it’s there. But at the same 
time I feel it’s gone overboard.” 
said Mathias. 

DeLucia agreed that the 
change in security presence has 
been strong, but said that the 
effort is all in part to broaden the 
school’s appeal to new students 
and dampen the perception that 
the schoo] was unsafe in the first 
place.

Bertucci’s celebrates silver anniversary

he Bertucci’s chain turns 25 
this year, but the Andover 
member of its gang is just 12. 

Opened in 1994, the Main 
Street Italian eatery may be 
younger, but it’s just as successful. 
After all, it was opened as a take- 
out satellite for a much bigger 
Bertucci’s in North Andover. But 
Owners soon saw potential for a 
sit-down restaurant and 36 seats 
were put in the Andover restau- 
rant. Those seats fill early on a 
weekend night, while lunch time 
is also busy on most days. Every 
summer, the restaurant can seat 
another 20 patrons at its five out- 
side tables. 

“The carry out did so well, and 
this location is so good, that the

1. Preheat the pan or grill press to medium- 
high. Season each side of the turkey lightly with 
kosher salt and freshly ground black pepper. Cook 
the turkey for 3 to 5 minutes or until done (it will 
cook quickly because it is so thinly sliced). 
Remove from heat; set aside. 

2. Repeat this procedure with the eggplant, 
zucchini and onion. Set aside. 

3. Take all eight slices of bread and lightly 
paint one side of each with a bit of olive oil. Turn 
four siices over — these will become the bottom of 
the panini. Layer each bottom with a grilled 
turkey tender, a slice of eggplant, a zucchini and 
some onion. Add the semi-circles of mozzarella 
cheese and a sprinkle of basil. Top with the 
remaining bread, oil side away from the filling. 

4. Place the panint in the grill or on the pan and 
cook until the bread is toasted and brown. If using 
a pan, then flip and repeat. Remove from heat, cut 
in half and serve.

| Coffin said his work as an 
engineer revolved around pro- 
jects for the military, which he 
wasn’t interested in, and that 
“the canoe making was not very 
| pleasant. It involved toxic chem- 
icals. I had three little children. 
It seemed like a smart move. It’s 
| been very satisfying.” 

Though he doesn’t make 
puzzles. anymore but still 
designs them, Coffin said that it 
had been apparent from the start 
of his career that he was the 
country’s and possibly the 
world’s only full-time mechani- 
cal puzzle 
maker. 

By design- 
ing, wood- 
working and 
constructing 
the puzzles 
himself, Coffin 
was able to get 
his entire fami- 
ly involved in 
the process.

few new innovations over the 
years.” 

Coffin’s puzzles, which are 
predominantly made of wood, 
range from three-dimensional 
spheres that interlock to flat- 
panneled rectangles that often 
umes confuse the puzzler into 
thinking they must fit the pieces 
into orderly square corners. 

“You're so imbued with that 
tendency.” said Coffin. “We puz-

But Coffin said it’s important 
not to get caught up in the quest 
to fool his audience, like how a 
magician would never let on to 
his use of illusions. 

“Number one: | was making 
a living. And number two: you 
try to amuse people,” said Cof- 
fin. “You don’t try to torment 
them to death.

He has 
recently com- 
pleting another 
book, Geomet- 
ric Puzzle 
Design, which 
he expects to 
be published in 
January.

his place in the puzzle world 
“We have friends all over the 
world. We have puzzles all over 
the world.” 

When biking across Europe 
in 2005 with Mary Dow, his 
partner since 1994, Coffin stum- 
bled upon one of his puzzles in a 
Prague puzzle shop 

Reflecting on his accom- 
plishments, Coffin said, “Really 
what it mostly is is just plain 
hard work 

“One thing I’ve learned, life 
really can be fun. It’s not so 
much what you do, but who you 
do it with,” he said. “I’ve been 
very lucky.” 

Hard work and an apprecia- 
tion of fun - there’s nothing puz- 
zling about that assessment.

Filling in the pond 

Jim Trott, the Montana artist, sent me an 
e-mail this week and wrote about his experience 
with the pond and its fate. It was killed by a neigh- 
bor. Jim said, “You ask what year Ike Kimball 
filled in the pond next to our house. 

I cast around in my mind to make sure of this, 
and right now the best guesstimate I can make is 
1924-5... I was the youngest in the family, and... ] 
watched my elder siblings ride the rafts on the 
pond, but was evidently not considered seaworthy 
enough to be a sailor. So I think I was very proba- 
bly a pre-schooler when the boulder-laden trucks 
proceeded to make the pond a thing of the past.” 

This pond is shown in a “birds-eye” hand- 
drawn map, circa 1882, owned by the Andover 
Historical Society. That map appears in the town’s 
Tercentennial Guide (“Andover, What It Was, 
What It Is”) published by the Zownsman in 1946 
The pond is round, bigger than I imagined (I’m 
guessing about a half acre), but was small enough 
to be nameless. The fill used to destroy the pond 
was from a construction project at Phillips Acade- 
my and included many boulders. The filled pond 
was left barren, but nature eventually made it 
green. 

According to a monograph done for the Histor- 
ical Society by Marilyn Burns, 
in 1966 a house was built where 
the pond formerly existed, but 
excavation was difficult 
the demolition 
debris from Phillips Academy 
deposited there many years 
before.

A balance of visual weight cre- 
ates balance and harmony of 
proportion. For example, a large 
island with many drawers and 
solid doors has a lot of visual 
weight whereas a taller one with 
glass fronted doors appears 
visually lighter. An easy way to 
create a difference in visual 
weight is to adjust the height 
and shape of the toe kicks.
